ATLANTIC CITY, N. J.—Adoption 
of stricter standard specifications for 
fire hose and rubber belting for 
power transmission was announced 
at the thirty-first annual meeting of 
the American Society for Testing Ma- 
terials just held here. The new speci- 
fications are stricter as to materials 
and manufacture, the announcement 
said, 

The society’s rulings, formulas 
and standards are accepted generally 


by industries and communities 
prominent engineers and natural 
scientists are attending the sessions. 

Means of increasing the wearing 
qualities of metals subjected to 
constant use, such as that in auto- 
mobile crank shafts and dxles, were 
discussed by J. B. Kommers, pro- 
fessor of mechanics at the University 
of Wisconsin.

MAGAZINE AIDED 
BY UTILITY LOAN 


$8700 Helped It Out of Diffi' 
culties, Federal Inquiry 
Board Is Informed 


SrectaL FROM MONITOR Bureau 

WASHINGTON — An advancement 
of $8700 in loans, subscriptions and 
advertising was made to Dixie, an 
Arkansas trade magazine hostile to 
government-ownership of utilities, by 
the Arkansas Utilities Association, 
the Federal Trade Commission 
learned from Rex I. Brown, Secre- 
tary-treasurer of the company and 
of the Arkansas Public Sevice In- 
fomation Bureau. 

The purpose of the subsidy was “to 
develop Arkansas industrially,” Mr. 
Brown testified, but he admitted that 


financial support would not have 
been given had the magazine sup- 
ported public ownership of Muscle 
Shoals and Boulder Dam. 


No agreement was made with the 


publishers of the magazige as to 
what material should go into it, Mr. 
Brown told the commission. Evidence 
éhowed, however, that new releases 
from the’bureau emphatically attack- 
ing public ownership had been re- 
printed in Dixie. Mr. Brown said 
that he believed that the subsidy had 
not influenced the policy of the 
magazine in any way, 
always been opposed to government 
ownership. 

The loans were advanced when the 
magazine was in financial difficulties 
and were made at the recommenda- 


tion of business men outstanding in: 
,; the industrial development of the, 


State, Mr. Brown said. Dixie, he ex- 
plained, is to be the official organ of 
the Arkansas Chamber of Commerce 
when the organization of that body 
is completed, and the money ad- 
vanced by the utility company will 
go in payment of the company’s dues 
in the organization. Circulation of 
the magazine at present is around 
6000, according to Mr. Brown. 

Charles H. Brough, former Gover- 
nor of Arkansas, is director of the 
Public Service Information Bureau, 
Mr. Brown told the commission. Mr. 
Brough, he said, receives a salary of 
$6000 a year and makes about 200 
talks annually on utility develop- 
ment. Before a meeting of mayors at 
Shreveport, he debated with Carl D. 
Thompson of the Public Ownership 
League, on the merits of public and 
private ownership of utilities. 

The. bureau disburses’ between 
$23,000 and $24,000 a year, which is 
contributed ty member companies, 
Mr. Brown said. It publishes a 
weekly news fétter Which is sent to 
In it 
facts have been published showing 
that if Boulder Dam were built, it 
would open up new cotton territory, 
which would compete with the South, 
Mr. Brown testified. “We have 
printed nothing favorable to public 
ownership, because others were 
printing that, and because we see 
nothing favorable in it,” he declared. 

“We have no serious public rela- 
tions problem in Arkansas,” he told 
the Commission.

The outcome of these issues, pro-

Party leaders want a short, “har- 

monious” conclave. Whatever the 
outcome they are extremely gnxious 
‘to avoid a repetition of the 1924 con- 
vention. They are frankly enough 
| deeply distressed over both problems, 
but prefer them to be fought out in 
| the election campaign rather than in 
the convention. 


No Sidestepping Issues 
| The opponents of Governor Smith, 
| that is, the group who view his nomi- 
‘nation as irreconcilables, and the 
‘drys on the Prohibition issue insist 


that there can be no sidestepping by 
| the convention on either matter. 
| They demand. the rejection of Gov- 
'ernor Smith and a declaration pledg- 
ing the party to unequivocable en- 
forcement of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment and the Volstead Law and 
against their modification. 
' On a tabulation basis the anti- 
Smith and the dry forces hold the 
controlling vote. But actually it is 
the drys, as drys alone, who are effec- 
tively in control. This paradoxicatk 
situation arises in the element of 
leadership. 

The drys, fighting for a satisfac- 
tory prohibition plank, are united, 
o1ganized and have a rallying leader, 
Dan Moody, youthful Texan Gover- 
|nor. More, a majority of the party 
‘leaders, men who are willing to &0 
‘aleng with the Smith nomination i 
it ig made under the “proper” —— 
are political drys and are insistent, 


a dry plank or some enforcement 
plank be written into the_ party 
platform. 

Dry Plank and Smith? 


These men believe they can return 

their states in the face of a 
Smith nomination if the platform 
contains a strong dry pledge. So 
widespread is this sentiment among 
this group that the Smith leaders 
are said to .have acceded to their 
view and to have dropped all plans 
for any other than a dry plank. 

In fact, it is reliably asserted that 
the Smith managers have told these 
party leaders that they are willing 
to accept a “strong law enforce- 
ment” plank.

WASHINGTON—Foes of prohibi- 
tion are seeking to elect a wet Pres- 
ident who would name Justices of 
the Supreme Court who would re- 
verse interpretations of the EHight- 
eenth Amendment and the Volstead 
Act favorable to the dry cause, ac- 
cording to Clarence True Wilson, 
general secretary of the Methodist 
Board of Temperance, Prohibition 
2nd Public Morals. 

Mr. Wilson, in the clip-sheet of his 
organization, pointed out that past 
decisions of the Supreme Court offer 
the best rebuttal available to many 
of the wets’ arguments, but said that 
many of these decisions have been 
arrived at by five-to-four decisions. 
With the prospect that the next 
President would name one or more 
members of the Supreme Court, who 
are appointed for life, and may retire 
at the age of 70, he said that the 
effect of a wet President’s appointees 
might be to upset the present pro- 
hibition supremacy. 

Need One More Liberal Justice 


Mr. Wilson, who, with Deets Pick- 
ett, research secretary of the board, 
edits the weekly, quoted Willian H. 
Slayton, head of an anti-prohibition 
society as saying that all his party 
needed is one more “liberal” justice 
on the Supreme Court bench. It is a 
fallacy, he was quoted as saying, to 
think that 36 states must first act to 
repeal the Eighteenth Amendment. 

Commenting on this, Mr. Wilson 
said: 

“We learn the wets want a vet 
President, because of the enormous 
advantage they will have in the kind 
of men he will appoint to office. 

“As the organized friends of the 
liquor interests indicate, a wet Presi- 
dent could appoint to the next va- 
cancies on the Supreme Court jurists 
who could undo the strong support 
' given to the Eighteenth Amendment 
by the Court in the last eight years. 

Depends on Courts 


“Whether prohibition will stay de- 
pends in large measure on the inter- 
pretation of the courts, a fact clearly 
stated by Assistant Attorney-General 
Mabel Walker Willebrandt at the 
Washington conference of the Na- 
tional Woman's Christian Temper- 
ance Union. 

“Tt is almost literally true to say 
that every wet argument against pro- 
hibition has been answered by the 
Supreme Court, as constituted at 
present, in its decisions; and if the 
public were not ignorant of this, the 
wet propaganda would not get so far. 
Many decisions have been by a vote 
of five to four, a very narrow margin. 

“Justices of this court have been 
appointed for life and may retire at 
the age of 70. It is to be expected 
there will be vacancies on that high 

~bench in the next administration. 
~*™*That is one reason why the wets 
Want to elect the next President. 
They want a man whose views are all 
against prohibition; a man who fa- 
vors liquor. The public expects suclr 
a man to appoint to courts and other 
offices men of his own views.”

MERGER HALTED 
BY COURT ORDER 
Dodge Minority Stockholi 


ers Get an Injunction on 
Technical Grounds

NEW YORK -- Arrangements for 


the largest merger in the history ‘of 
the automobile world—the consolidé- 
tion of Dodge Brothers, Inc., and the 
Chrysler Corporation—have been 
temporarily halted through an {fm- 
junction action just instituted in the 
courts here by Dodge Brothers’ mi- 
nority stockholders. if 

The action came on the eve of tie 
date set for consummation of the 
merger. Dissatisfaction with the 
terms on which stock in Dodge 
Brothers was to be exchanged for 
that of the Chrysler Corporation was 
back of the effort to halt the con- 
solidation. 

The action was brought by Cel. 
Calvin Hooker Goddard of Richmond, 
Va., and New York City, and an off 
cer in the United States Reserves. It 
was filed by House, Holthusen & 
McCloskey, attorneys, who declared 
that their client represented more 
than 5000 of the preference shares 
of Dodge Brothers. 

Colonel Goddard alleges that the 
terms of the proposed merger violate 
certain rights of the Dodge Brothers 
preference stock shareholders. In 
effect, it is maintained, the Dodge 
shareholders would contribute ap- 
proximately half of the assets of the 
recapitalized Chrysler Corporation, 
and would receive less than one- 
third of the stock representing the 
combined assets of the two com- 
panies. : = 

Colonel Goddard alleges that the 
scheme, instead of being an actual 
transfer of assets of Dodge Brothers 
to the Chrysler Corporation, is, “In 
reality, a dissolution of the Dodge 
Brothers. Under the terms on which 
Dodge Brothers preference shares 
were sold, he maintains, the shafe- 
holders were to receive $105 a share 
for their stock in the event of disso- 
lution of the company or liquidation 
of their assets. 

Instead, Colonel Goddard alleges, 
the Dodge preference shareholders 
will receive one share of Chrysfer 
stock for each preference share in 
Dodge Brothers which they now 
hold. Chrysler is quoted at around 
$6814 on the New York market. 

The scheme for the merger of 
Dodge Brothers, Inc., and the 
Chrysler Corporation was announged 
nearly a month ago. The total as-

Dr. George W. Truett that a Bunyan 
memorial window had been presented 
by the “12,000,000 Baptists scattered 
around the encircling globe” ‘o ‘he 
new McMaster University. 

The Rev. Dr. Clifton D. Gray, 
western secretary of the Baptist 
World Alliance, observed that ‘the 
church that in the seventeenth cen- 
tury kept this humble dissenter in 
durance for a dozen years, in the 
twentieth century permits a window 
to be built in his honor in the Na- 
tion’s greatest shrine .Westmin- 
ster).”’ 

Dr. T. R. Glover, past president of 
the Baptist Union of Great Britain 
and Ireland, declared that Bunyan 
had stood for liberty of thought and 
he contended that the last battle for 
liberty of thought and preaching 
had not yet been fought. He did not 
think that liberty was any safer 
under democracy. They might yet 
have to go to prison for it. 

The address of the Rey. Dr. W. J. 
McGlothlin of Greenville, S. C., on 
the “Pilgrim's Progress” was read by 
the Rev. Dr. M. W. Johnson, presi- 
dent of Howard University, Washing- 
ton.

FRANCES GOLDMAN 
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EUROPE READY 
TO CO-OPERATE 
ON ROMA HOP 
Various Nations Announce 


Readiness to Maintain 
Regular Watches 


In anticipation of an early takeoff, 
the elaborate radio preparations for 
the. Roma plane, in which Cesare} 
Sabelli will attempt a nonstop flight | 
from New York to Rome, are being 
pushed to a rapid completion by the 
Radio Corporation of America. 

Radiograms were sent to the Ital- 
ian, French, Spanish and Portuguese 
radio stations enlisting their co- 
operation in listening for the Roma’s 
radio signals while it is in flight, and 
requesting them to forward any mes- 
sages from or concerning the plane 
to the New York traffic offices of 
the RCA. The Italian Radio Com- 
pany was the first to reply with a 
radiogram, reading: “Welcome your 
request—shall co-operate by listen- 
ing for aeroplane Roma on 600 
meters and 45 meters and shall com- 
municate news received during flight 
to you. We have issued proper in- 
structions to our coastal stations at 
Naples, Genoa, Trieste, and station 

- at Rome. Shail also advise govern- 
ment so as to listen in at Rome, Sau 
Paulo. and other Italian coastal sta- 
tions.” 

From Radio-France came this 
radio message: “We shall effect per- 
manent watch on 45 meters begin- 
ing the moment you advise us. 
Shall do needful to obtain co-op- 
eration by French Administration. 
(signed) Garniér.” Shortly afterward, 
another message, from the Portu- 
guese Radio Company, was received 


advising that its station at Lisbon 
will. listen for the Roma on 46 
meters, and that its station at San 
Miguel, Azores, will keep watch on 
600 meters. The Portuguese Cum- 
pany also stated that it has asked 
the Ministry of Marine for Govern- 
ment co-operation. 

Subsequently, to complete the last 
link in the chain of European sta- 
tions which will co-operate with the 
Roma on its hazardous undertak- 


ing, & service radiogram was re-/ 


ceived from the British Marconi Com- 
panv reading: “Spanish Company has 
advised their coast stations to watch 
for plane’s signals and are approach- 
ing military authorities regarding 
the plane Roma.” 

Acknowledging a request from Ed- 
ward S. Napolis, manager of the New 
York-to-Rome Flight Corporation, C. 
C. Clark, Acting Chief of the United 
States Weather Bureau at Washing- 
ton, wrote that he had instructed the 
New York office of the Weather Bu- 
reau to render all possible assist- 
ance in charting the weather and 
meteorological information which 
the Radiomarine Corporation of 
America is collecting from ships at 
sea along the proposed route. This 
service will be continued to the New 
York-to-Rome fliers until after the 
plane has made its start for Rome. 

The Federal Radio Commission 
has notified Mr. Napolis that Com- 
mander Sabelli’s application for the 
call letters WRCA for the Roma’s 
powerful radio apparatus has been 
granted for transmission on 45 
meters and 600 meters, respectively. 

Commander Sabelli is exerting ev- 
ery effort to complete the prelimi- 
nary tests on the Roma for an im- 
mediate take-off for Rome, but is 
emphatic, however, in stating that 
he will let nothing influence him 
into endangering the success of his 
project by hurried and incomplete 
tests or immature decisions. No pre- 
cautions are being overlooked by 
Sabelli and his companions to make 
the flight a complete success from 
the start.

WASHINGTON—One of the great- 


est needs of rural people today is— 


greater co-operation and 4-H club 
work is training young farmers in 
such co-operation, said C. B. Smith, 
chief of co-operative extension work, 
Department of Agriculture, address- 
ing the second national encampment 
to which each state has sent two 
boys and girls chosen for their out- 
standing achievements in 4-H club 
activities. 

In the clubs members are trained 
to “work together, counsel together, 
Play together, co-operate and 
achieve,” Mr. Smith pointed out. “An 
enriched country life, an alert, satis- 
fied, progressive people, an efficient 
agriculture and adequate food sup- 
ply are the ends sought for in club 
work,” Mr. Smith told the campers.

Argentina Seeks

New Vice-Consul Investigat- 
ing Opportunities—Offers 
Help to Exporters 


Investigation of trade expansion 
possibilities between the United 
States and the Argentine, has been 
instigated. by the Government of 
Argentina, and Juan E. Capurro, re- 
cently appointed vice-consul, has 
come to ston with the specific 
mission of studying and endeavoring 
to develop foreign commerce between 
the two countries. 

Sefior Capurro is well versed in 
Argentine customs regulations, and 
has been commissioned by his Gov- 
ernment to perform many special 
trade studies during the last 10 
years, qualifying him to handle the 
survey that is planned in New Eng- 
land. He is ready to meet with ex- 
porters and manufacturers, extend- 
ing all information required, to the 
end that shipments to Argentina may 
be increased and exports from that 
country enlarged. 

Argentine buyers are listed by Mr. 
Capurro and he’ already has pos- 
sible business for textile manufac- 
turers desiring to sell to Argentina. 
He plans to develop first-class con- 
nections with New England concerns 
who are open to purchase Argentine 
products. 

For many years Boston and Buenos 
Aires have been directly linked with 
steamship service and about 18 
months ago the American Republics 
established by the United 
States Shipping Board, was allocated 
to the management of a Boston firm.

trip are sufficiently varied to 

meet almost every purse and 
every requirement. The difference be- 
tween’ the superb ocean-going 
hotels, with many decks, palm gar- 
dens, swimming pools and other su- 
perlative appointments, as compared 
with the modest “monoclass” steam- 
ers, is about the same that exists be- 
tween a magnificent hotel and a well- 
conducted boarding house. Between 
these two extremes there are the 
popular “cabin” ships, with sufficient 


luxury to attract even the fastidious; 
also what is known as “Tourist III,” 
specializing in round-trip rates and 
offering surprisingly good accommo- 
dations for the price. 

Where return at a certain time is 
essential, the homeward trip may 
. well be arranged for when booking 
the outgoing passage. A _ deposit 
of $23 is usually sufficient at the 
time of reservation, when the trip is 
on a low-priced scale; more expen- 
sive accommodations ‘call for a 25 
per cent deposit. In both cases the 
full amount is expected to be paid 
at least two or three weeks before 
sailing. At busy seasons, when reser- 
vations are in demand, there is never 
any difficulty in obtaining a refund 
of one’s deposit, in case the trip 
must be abandoned for any reason. 

Having decided on a steamer, the 
experienced traveler gives the ship's 
diagram careful scrutiny. There is 
sometimes a wide choice in rooms 
listed at the same price. Even the 
receipt for the deposit should state 
definitely what berth in the cabin has 
been reserved. If one lives in or 
close to a port city, it is interesting 
to visit one or more ships on sailing 
days. No passes are required for this 
privilege and one arrives about two 
hours before sailing time, enters by 
the gangplank marked “visitors,” 
and either wanders around inspect- 
ing the public rooms and decks or 
asks to be shown a certain type of 
cabin which one may consider re- 
serving for a subsequent trip.

former one should be presented, un- 
less previously turned in. It is well 
to remember that, while personal ap- 
plication must be made for a pass- 
port, the visa of a foreign consul may 
be secured by proxy, on presenta- 
tion of the traveler’s passport. The 
visa of at least the country in which 
one expects first to land must be se- 
cured before sailing. It is well to 
take extra photographs with one as 
they are sometimes required by local 
authorities when the traveler is mak- 
ing an extended stay in any one city. 

Before embarking, the experienced 
traveler usually buys about $20 
worth of the currency of the country 
first to be visited. Many travelers 
depend upon securing this on the 
steamer, before landing, but it often 
happens that there is such a demand 
for it that the supply is not suf- 
ficient and one is obliged to land 
without any local currency. 

As the well-mannered traveler al- 
Ways appears care free and com- 
posed, it is well to allow ample time 
for arrival at the pier on the day of 
departure. The pier porters look up 
heavy baggage sent in advance and 
see that it is checked by the baggage 
master; also they carry all hand bag- 
gage as far as the steamer, where the 
stewards take it to the cabin indi- 
cated. As neither of these attend- 
ants may be seen again, any gratuity 
should be given at the time of serv- 
ice, all other tipping being postponed 
until the end of the voyage. 

It is unwise to unpack any more 
than necessary before the ship sails, 
as steamship companies cannot be 
held responsible for losses while in 
port. While at sea, cabins are so 
seldom without oversight of steward 
or stewardess that it is not the rule 
to lock doors. Valuables may be left 
with the purser, his receipt being 
taken for their safe-keeping. 


Interviewing Officiais 
Steamers of the most luxurious 
Class have a system of arranging 
every detail of deck chair and table 


accommodation, in advance, so that 
passengers merely express a pref- 
erence as to location. This arrange- 


ment does not exist on the less ex- 
pensive boats, and, as soon as pos- 
sible after coming on board, one 
should interview the deck steward, 
select a location, watch him. write 
one’s name on a card and slip it into 
the holder on the back of the chair, 
and then and there pay for both 
chair and rug—usually $1.50 for each. 
Few passengers carry their own 
rugs now, as the ship’s rugs are 
brought in sealed containers, 
evidently fresh from a cleansing 
process, 

If one of the public baths is to be 
used, the bath steward is the next 
one to be interviewed and one’s name 
written on the bath-list for a 
specified hour each day. The bath 
steward knocks at the cabin door 
when the bath is ready and °20 
minutes is the usual allowance for 
each person, — : 

The arrangement with the dining- 
room steward is not made until after 
the first meal, which, as a rule, is in- 
formal and one sits at any table that 
is convenient. 

On small ships, letters, telegrams 
and bon voyage packages are called 
for in the dining room or at the 
purser’s window. On the larger 
boats these are delivered to the 
cabins, and, owing to the great num- 
ber, are sometimes not received until 
the day following departure. 

It is well to know on whom to call 
for specific services. For instance, 
the cabin steward takes care of 
cabins for both men and women; the 
stewardess brings meals to the 
cabins, when ordered; the deck 
steward places chairs and rugs each 
morning and serves on deck what- 
ever food is desired by passengers 
who do not care to go to the dining 
room; the lounge steward gives out 
library books and stationery, and the 
purser is the general informant. 

On deck, as well as in the public 
rooms of the ship, small courtesies 
are casually offered to other pas- 
sengers, and fellow travelers speak 
to one another without an introduc- 
tion, although this does not con- 
stitute a continued acquaintance 
after leaving the ship. Many of the 
cruise ships engage a master of 
ceremonies and sometimes a hostess, 
for the purpose of bringing con- 
genial passengers together and tak- 
ing the initiative in sports and 


entertainments. 


An Open Door 


of Friendliness 


OR over 25 years there has been 
at least one latchstring out to 
the people of Chicago every 
Sunday afternoon during the months 
of January, February and March. 
This door which stands so invitingly 
open is found on the ninth floor of 


a down-town building, leading into 
the beautiful quarters of the Chi- 
cago Woman’s Club, overlooking 
Lake Michigan. 

The original idea of the organiza- 
tion in providing this open door to 
nonmembers was to offer a pleasant 
Sunday afternoon home to many girls 
in Chicago who would otherwise be 
alone. But as time has progressed it 
has been the older men and women 
rather than the young people whom 
the club has sought to reach, al- 
though all are welcome. Young peo- 
ple have much done for them today, 
but there are many grown-up people 
ia a big city like Chicago, so the club 
thinks, who are, temporarily at least, 
socially underprivileged, or who 
find Sunday afternoons very lonely 
during the long cold winter months, 
or who, it may be, feel overburdened 
with family problems and after an 
hour or two in an entirely different 
atmosphere return to their duties 
refreshed and uplifted. 


Varied Programs 


The Chicago Woman’s Club (which 
by the way is one of the oldest clubs 
in the United States, and one of the 
most conservative in the city, with a 
limited membership) has not found 
this responsibility either arduous or 
expensive. It has been fortunate in 
having as the chairman of its Open 
Door Mrs. S. S. Frackleton, who is 
admirably suited to this unique posi- 
tion, which requires an understand- 
ing heart, a kindly warmth of man- 
ner, and a wisdom born of a wealth 
of human experiences. For nearly 20 
years she has presided as hostess on 
these happy Sunday afternoons and 
extended the right hand of fellow- 
ship to her stranger guests. 

At 2:30 the doors are thrown open. 
From 3 to 4 o’clock a program is 
provided, after which the guests are 
invited to stay for refreshments and 
a social hour. The programs are 
provided by Chicago artists, who are 
generous in offering their services 
freely to the Open Door. Mrs. Frac- 
kleton always has more names on 
her list to call upon than she can 
use. These programs are varied, in- 
cluding speakers, readers, musicians, 
and other artists. The season closes 
with a gala program on the last 
Sunday in March. It is thought that 
after this the generous acres of 
forest preserves and parks will pro- 
vide out-of-door joy for these same 
people. | 

The writer spent two delightful 
Sunday afternoons recently at the 
Open Door. On one occasion there 
was a charming bird talk, illustrated 
with moving pictures of birds. On 
the second, the program consisted of 
songs and readings. The audience 
seemed greatly pleased and wel- 
comed the artists with generous ap- 
plause. 

During the social] hour one felt very 
free to go about and talk with anyone 
present. No. introductions were 
necessary. The whole atmosphere 
was one of friendly informality. Mrs. 
Frackleton greeted everyone present. 
There were something like 200 
guests, with women very much in the 
majority. | 
“I haven't missed an Open Door 
for 11 years,” said one guest enthusi- 
astically to the writer. : 

Another one said she had’ been in 
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California for several years and had 
missed the Open Door very much on 
Sundays. She was very glad to get 
back to them. 

“It’s nice to have the women invite 
us,” said a third. “I always come. 
You see, I never got the habit of read- 
ing when I was young and I get sort 
of lonely on Sundays. You always 
feel so comfortable here. You never 
have to dress up. Just wear what 
you've got. The club women dress 
so plain—without any show, but 
everything just nice and homey.” 


Became Friends

Another one told about three old 
ladies from different parts of the 
city who met here and became 
friends. Ever since, they have used 
these Sunday afternoons as the oc- 


casions for their weekly meetings. 
Still another said it was her first 
visit, but she was surely going to be 
on hand when the doors were thrown 
open next winter. 


One incident after another could 
be given to show how this Open Door 
has very definitely been able to lift 
many human beings out of a sense 
of despondency into one of hope. The 
Chicago women have reason to be 
proud that their venture has been a 
genuine success. Recently inquiries 
have come to them from sister clubs 
in other parts of the country, ex- 
pressing the desire that they, too, 
might have an Open Door and join 
in the happy work of sharing friend- 
liness and hospitality.

Mrs. Lucinda Wyman Prince, Founder and Director of the Prince School 
of Education for Store Service, a Graduate Division of Simmons College. 


A School for Training Store Executives 


- 


RS. Lucinda Wyman Prince, 
MI founder and director of the 

Prince School of Education 
for Store Service, now a graduate di- 
vision of Simmons College, has made 
an original and extremely valuable 
contribution to the field of practical 
education. Mrs. Prince is a woman 


of dynamic force and unusual per- 
sonal charm. Such a combination of 
qualities, accompanied by high ideals 
of endeavor, have naturally led to 
constructive accomplishments. 

“I did not start out to build a 
school,” she said to a representative 
of The Christian Science Monitor, 
“but I had been a teacher and I loved 
the work. After I was married, since 
there were no children, I naturally 
looked around for teaching—some- 
thing that I could do. I was already 
associated with various educational 
enterprises which worked’ with 
people who had not had opportuni- 
ties. 1 was, for instance, on the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Woman's 
Educational and Industrial Union 
and we had in the union at that time 
a millinery department. I became 
greatly interested in the problems 
faced by these workers, who, at that 
time, had only seasonal employment 
at their trade. In what way could 
their work be extended over the 12 
months of the year? If they could 
learn salesmanship, they might use 
their knowledge of millinery in sell- 
ing departments; the most capable 
among them might eventually estab- 
lish businesses of their own.” 

She Learned by Experience 


In order to find out the require- 
ments of sefling in a department 
store, Mrs. Prince applied for a posi- 
tion. Her: employer assigned her to 
the infants’ department and, turning 
his back upon her, continued his own 
work. She grasped her salesbook, 
found the department, and presented 
herself to the floor manager, who, 
when he found that she had never 
sold in a store, sent her without in- 
struction to a bargain counter where 
babies’ dresses were being offered at 
19 and 39 cents. The account of her 
day is itself a story, but she sur- 
mounted its difficulties and accom- 
plished phenomenal sales. The latter 
part of the afternoon her employer 
was seen near her counter observing 
her methods. At the end of the day 
the sales of the woman in charge 
were $25, whiie those of Mrs. Prince 
totaled $75. Evidently, she decided,

she was in command of certain ca- 
pacities which were worth teaching 
to employees who were adrift in their 
efforts. 

Accordingly, in 1905, Mrs. Prince 
started her first class in salesman- 
ship. In 1909 the ‘demand from the 
stores for her students and the in- 
terest evinced by Boston merchants 
in what she was doing led to the 
formation of the Executive Training 
Group, made up largely of college 
graduates. This has become the 
nucleus of her school. 

Passes from Harvard to Simmons 

From 1920 to 1922 the school was | 
affiliated with the Graduate School 
of Education of Harvard University, 
and during these two years the stu- | 
dents who were qualified received 
the degree of Master of Education| 
from Harvard. Because, however, of 
the emphasis placed by Harvard on) 
academic training, the faculty and 


advisory board of the school thought | 


it sbest to accept the invitation of | 


President Lefavour of Simmons Col- | 
lege to become a graduate school of | 
that institution. 

In one of the bulletins of that col- | 
lege, Mrs. Prince explains concisely 
just what this interesting school has 
to offer. “The present course,” she 
says, “is divided into two groups, A 
and B, for the morning work, which 
consists of either observation of the 
class for saleswomen, those in the 
alternate group (B) are occupied in 
studying at first hand in the Boston 
stores the various divisions of store 
management. At the end of each 
two-week period throughout the year, 
groups A and B change places. The 
two groups meet together for after- 
noon classes. 


“During the fall term one day a 
week is devoted to selling in Boston 


department stores. Students are paid 


for the work at the prevailing rate. 
From Thanksgiving to Christmas, 
when the holiday trade is at its 
height, classes are suspended and 
students work in the stores in ex- 
ecutive positions, such as that of 
floor manager, assistant in the ad- 
justment office, supervisor of new 
sales persons, or of juniors. This 
practical experience is gained in the 
stores of Boston and of other cities.” 

Foreign students who have at- 
tended the school are now filling 
executive positions in stores in Eng- 
land, France, Germany, Belgium, 
Sweden and Canada. In the spring 
of 1925 the Chamber of Commerce of 
Paris sent a representative to the 
United States to study its methods of 
commercial education. When the re- 
port was submitted to it, the cham- 
ber was particularly impressed by 
the originality of the idea of the 
Prince School. A request was sent 
for a separate report, which was at 
once mailed. The result was the 
founding in Paris of a School of 
Salesmanship based on the methods 
of the pioneer school. A graduate of 
the Prince School was engaged to 
assist in the adaptation of the Ameri- 
can methods to French needs. This 
enterprise, foster-child of its Ameri- 
can prototype, is successfully func- 
tioning.

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Adventures in Teaching Music 


— M ethods That Win Each Child

M says: “I have never found 


: anyone of whom I could hon- 
estly say that he had not the germ 
of music in his soul.” This is the 
keynote to her method of teaching 
music and it comes into line with a 
modern revoluton in pedagogy which 
. is taking place today in more than 
one country. “We must accustom 


_ ourselves,” writes Dr. Heinrich 
Jacoby of Berlin, “to the thought of 
conceiving music, not. as an ‘art’ 
and a ‘special subject,’ but as a 
means of expression just as univer- 
sal as speech.” On this basis was 
founded the creative music experi- 
- ment in the Lincoln School c< Teach- 
. ers’ College, New York, recently de- 
scribed in the magazine New Era 
(journal of the New Education Fel- 
lowship in England), where the germ 
of music in every child is encour- 
‘aged by severa] methods, chief of 
which is the making of their own 
. musical instruments by the children 
themselves. It is an interesting fact 
that wherever we find new ideas be- 
ing applied to the teaching of music 
we see them in direct conflict with 
the old tyranny of the piano stool 
which often embittered the childhood 
of the nineteenth century. 

“Why should a child have to learn 
the piano first?” asks Mrs. Fleming- 
Williams, who can give proofs from 
actual experience of the way the 
musical gift is unfolded in children 
through their being allowed to ‘play 
some wind or string instrument of 
their own choosing. A striking ex- 
ample of this has come my own way 
in the case of a well-known musi- 
cian’s daughter, who was incapable 
as a child of learning to play the 
piano, but has since developed the 
gift of teaching herself to play very 
beautifully upon all sorts of wind in- 
* struments, ancient and modern, 
some of them exceedingly baffling to 
‘-the ordinary instrumentalist. In the 
Victorian age this girl would have 
been dismissed as hopelessly, un- 
musical, Mrs. Fleming-Williams be- 
lieves that there are no unmusical 
children, only children in whom 
music has been inhibited. Proceeding 
on this assumption, she makes it 
~ her first business to meet her pupils 
~ on their own level, to build upon 
what is already there and never to 
- impose upon them her own likes and 
dislikes. 

Showing Him the Works 


In the case of one child of six, who 
appeared utterly indifferent to mu- 
-- sical sounds, she discovered by 
making friends with him that his 
real interests were in machinery and 
mechanics, ahd promptly won his 
 ¢onfidentée by taking out the front of 
‘the piano’ and showing him its con- 
struction. Together, they worked 
out the connection between the 
> wooden hammers and the sounds 
produced by them, until, at the end 
of several lessons, the child began 
to pay attention to the sounds for 
their own sake. Finally, from hav- 
ing been a bored pupil who had no 
idea even of singing in tune, he be- 
came a keen little musician, sing- 
ing easily and well, and thoroughly 
_ enjoying his piano lessons. 

Another pupil, a shy boy of 13, 
gave her no clue as to his opinion 
of the music she chose for him until 
by accident she made the discovery 
that he played cheap waltz tunes 
when alone. True to her theory, she 
substituted this qjass of music for 
the better type of piece he had been 
learning, and allowed him to play the 
tunes of his choice until of his own 
accord he asked her to let him learn 
a Rubinstein melody he had heard 
her play. For she always makes it 
a practice, at the end of her lessons, 
to play something good and tuneful 
to her pupils; in addition, at one of 
the two experimental and coeduca- 
tion schools where she is music pro- 
fessor, she plays something daily on 
the piano at the end of morning as- 
sembly, thus assisting taste to mold 
itself without coercion. 


Alert to the Approach 


It is, of course, impossible to gen- 
eralize about children; and she is 
not surprised to find, therefore, that, 
contrary to the usual rule, some of 
her pupils seem insensible to rhythm 
but sensitive to tune, even a badly 
played tune. A march played out of 
tune by a Boy Scouts’ band made an 
impression on a little girl, who did 
not seem to hear the underlying beat 
of the drums at all; and improvisa- 
tions on the tune, played by her 
teacher on the piano, secured that 
child’s permanent interest. “Never 
be highbrow with children,” {is her 
maxim, though she remains on the 
alert for the supersensitive child,

I was fortunate enough recently 
to hear this original musician give a 
lecture on the teaching of time in 
music to rery little children. Her 
method is to begin by talking or 
} playing a game with her class, mean- 
while beating out a measure with her 
foot or hands; in the first pause, the 
children join in unconsciously, per- 
haps by clapping; she elaborates the 
beat in simple chords on the piano, 
probably suggesting to them to copy 
it by making their fingers, or their 
teddy bear, walk in time to it. She 
never puts them in line or gives 
commands, but gets the feeling of 
time into their thought until it be- 
comes instinctive, and they hear the 
big clock ticking in “fourpennies” 
(semi-brieves) and the small clock 


in’ “pennies” (crotchets). This fa- 
miliarity with time is, she concludes, 
“a big basis to work upon, later.” 

Music taught in this new and in- 
spiring manner aims at doing much 
more than is accomplished in rous- 
ing the artistic feeling in the indi- 
vidual child, though that is an 
achievement of importance. Mrs. 
Fieming-Williams and other pio- 
neers of the same kind make one 
realize that music may be made one 
of the highest inspirational aids to 
education, instead of a torment to 
pupil and listeners, as it too often 
was in the past. 

Writing on this very point, T. H. 
Yorke Trotter says: “If we as 
teachers can succeed in helping~to 
cultivate the nature of the pupil, in 
opening out to him the vision that 


“our art can offer, we shal] have done 


much to enrich his mind, and to 
draw him closer to a higher and 
better reality than that of this 
world.” And Mr. Arnold Dolmetsch, 
himself a great adventurer in origi- 
nal methods of teaching music, con- 
veys the same idea with simple 
directness when he says, “Music 
itself should be the foundation for 
all studies.”

Taking Help to Rural Teacher 
by Conferences at the School 


HE effects of the change in 

| North Dakota from teachers’ in- 
stitutes to visiting teachers was 
reported by Miss Bertha R. Palmer, 
State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction, in an official statement re- 
cently, which included the following: 


“Inasmuch as the teachers in the 
rural schools are the ones with the 
least preparation, a program of help 
was planned especially for them. In- 
stead of bringing the rural teacher 
to the county seat where her prob- 
lems would be solved in theory en 
masse, ‘an experienced, tactful 
teacher should be sent to the coun- 
try school there to help the rural 
teacher solve her problems in the 
place where she meets them. The 
visitor, with the county superin- 
tendent, could not visit every school, 
but after being in a few, could much 
better show by demonstration how 
approved methods of instruction can 
be used in the rural schoolroom, and

SUMMER TRAVEL 
FLEET STARTING 
FROM NEW YORK 
Tourists to Europe Alone 


Expected to Reach Total 
of Half a Million 


SreciaL From Monitor Bureau 


NEW YORK—With more than 8000 
passengers leaving here during one 
week-end for European ports on 
board seven vessels, steamship agents 
announced that a record for the year 
had been set by outward-bound pass- 
enger steamships leaving this port. 

Headed by the Majesticof the White 
Star Line, with a passenger list of 
more than 2500, the total of passen- 
ger and mail steamships sailing was 
31. The peak of the season, however, 
is not expected for another two 
weeks, it was stated, and two weeks 
later the westward travel rush will 
begin. 

According to the figures of R. E. 
Towle, general manager of the travel 
department of the American Express 
Company, the total number of pass- 
engers leaving United States porta 
ter Europe alone will be half a mil- 
lion this year. In addition, there will 
be more than 2,000,000 Americans 
sailing or traveling by other means 
to Canada, Mexico, the West Indies 
and South America, he said. The 
total amount left in steamship ticket 
offices in the United States last year 
for tickets was $468,395,000, and this 
sum will be proportionately in- 
creased this year. 

Education and Recreation 

The large increase in travel, ac- 
cording to Mr. Towle, is due to the 
efforts of the steamship companies to 
provide suitable accommodations at 
moderate rates for tourist passen- 
gers. A large percentage of the 
travelers this year aré college boys 
and girla, teachers, stenographers, 
bookkeepers, and housewives and 
their children. Large parties of pro- 
fessors and groups of small business 
men are passing vacations abroad to 
gain Rew ideas and make valuable 
contacts, as well as for recreational 
purposes. 

* A party of 125 members of the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce left 
here on board the Lapland of the Red 
Star Line, “to follow the land route 
of Col. Charles Lindbergh, and carry 
a little further the work of building 
up of a greater friendship between 
Europe o~ the United States.” On 
reaching Burope, the party will tour 
the continent by air and make a 
‘first-hand study of European de- 
velopments in aeronautics, with the 
view of making St. Loyis one of the 
principal centers of air transporta- 
tion in North America.

They also will unveil during the 
same ceremonies a bronze bust of 
Herbert Hoover, who ‘was formerly 
president-.of the American Engineer- 
ing Council, which is being placed in

Austria Regrets 
Postponing of Loan 


Work on State Railways and 
Roads to Be Continued 
Notwithstanding 


SreciaL TO THe CuristTian Science MONITOR 


VIENNA—The_ decision of the 
United States Congress to postpone 
its sanction of the bill permitting 
Austria to raise a new investment 
loan came somewhat as a disappoint- 
ment to financial circles here. Every- 
one understands that pressure of in- 
ternal measures has compelled Con- 
gress to hold over its decision until 
December, but the fact that two 
Washington committees had recom- 
mended the adoption of the bill some: 
weeks ago, together with the Aus- 
trian representatives’ success at the 
recent London Conference, gave hope 
that the loan might be very soon 
floated in New York and London. 

In a recent debate in the Austrian 
Parliament, appreciative tributes 
were paid by the Chancellor, Dr. 
Ignaz Seipel, to all that the United 
States had done to restore the finan- 
cial credit of this state in the world’s 
markets. As to the effect of the post- 
ponement of the loan, the Minister 
of Finance, Dr. Victor Kienbock, de- 
clared that though the greatest econ- 
omy would be necessary during the 
coming months, the investment work 
already begun on the state railways 
and on the roads would be continued. 
For this, the 1928 budget figures 
were $10,000,000 and $1,000,000, re- 
spectively. 

At present, before Austria can float 
an international loan, she must ob- 
tain the permission of two sets of 
creditors—of those states which 
granted her relief credits during the 
period 1919-1921, before the League 
of Nations took over financial con- 
trol in this state, and also of the 
states, entitled under the Treaty of 
St. Germain, to demand reparation 
payments. The Relief Credits, which 
amounted to $110,000,000, and, in- 
cluding principal and irfterest, had 
risen by December, 1927, to $163.- 
200,000, can be paid either in 25 
annua! installments from 1943, or in 
40, from 1929. The League of Na- 
tions Loan at the end of 1927 stood 
at $142,000,000.

For the last 40 years the 
center of population of the United 
States has been in the southern part 
of the State. It is now, however, 
moving very slowly to the west.

China Appeals to the Powers 


3 HE extent to which the Nationalist move- 
ment in China represents the people is a 


question. Nevertheless, this party is at the | 


present time in the saddle, and the recent note 
put out by the Nationalists, with Peking in their 
hands, having regard to the international ques- 
tions involved in their victory, is a significant 
document. 

The military phase of the revolution, the dec- 
laration points out, has come to an end. Ahead 
lies “the work of rehabilitation and reconstruc- 
tion, so that the new state may soon be realized.”

can face the future with assurance. 

That future, however, involves international 
readjustments in order that China’s foreign re- 
lations may find a new and more equitable basis. 
Specifically, the Chinese insist that they be 
granted control over their own customs, both the 
fixing and the collection of duty; that extrater- 


ritoriality be abandoned; that negotiations be | 
undertaken for the return to China of various | 


foreign concessions and the withdrawal from 
pet territory of foreign troops. To the ne- 
gotiation of these treaties, as the Chinese note 
points out, the powers are already committed. 
Neither impatience nor a disregard for the

orately to broadcast the nightingale. Each year we are 
told of the discovery of some remote plot of beechen 
green and shadows numberless ‘warranted melodious. And 
then Philomel declines to sing. or, as the other night, 
sings at the wrong time or after closing fime.

Berkshifre com- 
plains that it has too much nightingale. “Fled is that 
music: do I wake pr sleep?” Keats wrote in the last line 
of his ode.

seldom occurs before morning: and, in fine, they grumble 
that they can get no sleep for the nightingales, which sug- 
gests that one or two more epithets may be attached to 
the immortal bird in Berkshire.

The Chalk and the Mountain

May I be allowed to draw the attention of your readers 
to an event of high importance to all book-collectors and 
bibliophiles, an event, moreover, which will very probably 
do much to check the constant exodus from this country 
of literary and bibliographical treasures? I refer to the 
inauguration, by H. M. King Manuel of Portugal (himself 
the owner of a world-famous library) of the new head- 
quarters recently acquired by the First Edition Club, and 
to the. official opening by Sir Frederic Kenyon (director 
of the British Museum) of an exhibition in the clubhouse 
of books printed by private presses in Great Britain and 
ireland. 

It is generally conceded among book collectors and 
book sellers that the principal reason for the dispersal 
of so many fine libraries in the past, and the formation 
of so very few new ones in the present, is the isolated 
position of the average book collector. A central meeting 
point (such as is provided in New York by the justly 
famed Grolier Club, in Boston by the Club of: Odd Vol- 


' umes, and in other cities of the United States by. similar 


bodies) has always been lacking in England. During 
more than a century that has passed since the foundation 
of the Roxburgh Club (probably the first of its kind) no 
bibliographical body in Great Britain has striven to 
maintain a cluhouse wherein bibliophiles could meet 
others of similar tastes, exhibit their collections, and 
exchange or gain knowledge. 

This deficiency has now been remedied. Since its in- 
ception in 1922 the First Edition Club has endeavored to 
bring together into effective union the many scattered 
English book collectors. During the six years of its 
young existence the club has held eight exhibitions (out- 
running even American achievements), issued thirteen 
publications (in fulfilment of its object “to improve book 
production by example”), and it has now been enabled, 
by funds obtained from its own membership, to complete 
the task which from the first it set itself, of maintaining 
a permanent and worthy clubhouse. A long lease had 
been purchased of No. 17, Bedford Square, an excellent 
example (c. 1790) of the work of the brothers Adam, 
which contains a fine exhibition room (designed by Mr. 
Ambrose Heal) library, dining room, tea-lounge and paved 
garden, . 

At last, and for the first time, this country possesses 
a club which exists for the sole purpose of serving the 
interests and convenience of bibliophiles. 

The committee desires to make it known to book col- 
lectors who are not yet members. There are doubtless 
Many such among Monitor readers, who will wish to be 
associated with a project so beneficial to themselves. 

If those who are interested will communicate with the 
club’s secretary and founder, Mr. A J. A. Symons, at 17, 
Bedford Square, they will, receive a brochure setting 
forth the club’s history and achievements, a copy of the 
revised rules, and a card of invitation enadling them to 
visit the exhibition and see the clubhouse. The subscrip- 
‘ion rates are, town members, five guineas per annum; 
American, foreign and country members, three guineas 
per annum, and the first 600 members will pay no 
entrance fee.
